tell  the  story  of  the  field  crops  project  you  have  worked  on  this 

year.  The  completed  book  will  be  your  Achievement  Day  exhibit. 

The  following  instructions  are  offered  as  a guide  for 
completing  the  book. 

1.  COYER:  - Place  your  name,  and  the  name  of  your  club  on  the 
outside  of  the  front  cover. 

2.  INDEX:  - On  this  page  itemize  what  is  included  in  the  book 
and  on  what  page  it  can  be  found. 

3.  OUR  CLUB  PROGRAM:  - Here  is  where  you  can  include  a copy  of 
your  club  program  for  the  year.  If  your  club  does  not  have 
a planned  program  you  should  then  fill  in  this  page  as  the 
season  progresses. 

4.  CEREALS,  LEGUMES,  GRASSES,  & SPECIALITY  CROPS:  - On  each  of 
the  pages  that  you  mark,  "Cereals,  Grasses  or  Legumes",  or 
"Specialty  Crops",  keep  a record  of  one  variety  of  the 
crop.  Mount  a sample  of  the  head  or  flower  (in  full  bloom), 
as  well  as  samples  of  the  seed,  stem  and  leaves,  and  root  on 
the  back  of  the  opposite  page. 

5.  SELECTION  & PRESSING:  - It  is  important  that  you  make 
careful  selection  of  samples,  that  you  take  them  at  the 
correct  stage  of  growth  and  that  you  do  a careful  job  of 
pressing  them.  For  details  of  this  see  your  Project  Guide. 

6.  MOUNTING  & LABELING:  - Place  each  mounting  on  the  page  in  a 
way  that  will  show  it  off  to  its  best  advantage.  Secure 
firmly  with  glue.  Label  neatly  including  both  variety  and 
species  names  if  possible.  Also  label  the  parts  of  the 
plant  you  have  mounted. 

7.  INFORMATION  ON  MY  PLOT:  - This  will  have  to  be  secured  as  it 
becomes  available  through  the  summer.  It  should  then  be 
entered  on  the  appropriate  pages  neatly  and  accurately. 

This  should  be  YOUR  OWN  observations  and  NOT  a reprint  from 
an  Agricultural  publication. 


THE  STORY  OF  MY  PLOT:  - Relate  the  general  progress  of  your 
plot  through  the  summer.  This  could  include  something  on 
location,  soil,  growing  conditions,  any  accidents  which  may 
have  befallen  the  plot,  work  you  have  done  on  it,  growth  it 
has  made,  etc. 

THIS  YEAR  IN  4-H:  - Outline  here  highlights  of  the  club  year 
and  perhaps  more  specifically  what  you  yourself  have  done 
and  learned  as  a member  of  your  club.
